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Town must be a unique 
destination says forum

A GROUP set up to ensure Dorch¬ 
ester’s survival has rejected what it 
says is the ‘simplistic view’ of build¬ 
ing more shops. 

It says that there has to be a recog¬ 
nition of what is happening in the 
real world - that internet selling will 
eventually lead to more traditional 
business closures and that the town 
has to find something else to offer 
residents and visitors. 

One solution could be to develop 
the town’s history and culture - in¬ 
cluding a Roman bathhouse which is 
buried beneath the town centre and 
the Roman town house which few 
seem to know about behind County 
Hall. 

In an initial report the town centre 
forum group points out that more 
than 30 businesses remain empty in 
the town centre. 

Problems highlighted in Dorch¬ 
ester include the difficulty of parking 
in the town centre, especially on 
market day; a poor or non-existent 
bus services to many villages and the 
Trinity Street bus stops which are

described as ‘a disgrace.’ 

There is criticism of the council de¬ 
cision to move the Tourist Informa¬ 
tion Office into the town library 
which means no service for visitors 
when the building is shut - including 
Sundays and Bank Holidays. The re¬ 
port points out that with the weak¬ 


ness of the pound inward tourism to 
the UK is expected to grow, yet 
Dorchester seems unprepared for it. 

“A well-known truism is that noth¬ 
ing stays static, it either grows, or 
dies. One imagines dying is not an 
option. So, how does one create 
growth? It seems that the simplistic 
view is build more shops! But the pic¬ 
ture is much bigger than that,” says 
the initial forum report. 

“The need is to develop footfall, 
vital if the independent retailers, 
restaurants and other facilities are to 
survive. So, if footfall is the key, then 
the virtues of Dorchester need to be 
exploited.” 

Instead of becoming like many 
other towns Dorchester needs to 
build on its heritage and promote 
what it has and does well - including 
local food, drink and crafts; having 
shops and sites of interest which are 
attractive to visitors; making Dorch¬ 
ester a unique ‘destination’ town... 

The report, which has been put to¬ 
gether by local businessman Peter 
Noble, challenges those who shape 
the town’s future to adopt a wider 
view of the future and prepare for it 
- in new ways. 


“It has become increasingly clear 
that the bodies that represent the 
people who live in the town, work 
and run their businesses do not un¬ 
derstand the rate of evolution that 
we face, and what to do about it. 
Words are said, but the complete 
block to progress is both party poli¬ 
tics and the system that elects them. 


“Not one person the writer has met, 
heard from or read anything in any 
of the media agrees with the coun¬ 
cil’s latest proposal - an unimagina¬ 
tive repeat of four decades of failure. 
The only people to benefit financially 
from the farce have been a succes¬ 
sion of consultants, lawyers, and 
council employees.” 



Adapted bungalows for former arts centre site 



DISABILITY adapted bungalows are to 
be built on the site of the former Dorch¬ 
ester Arts Centre which has been 
empty since 2015. 

The East Boro’ Housing Trust has 
been granted planning permission to 
develop the site of the former school 
building, off the Grove. 

The hall itself will be converted into a 
communal lounge with three new dis¬ 
ability bungalows being built, together 
with two one-bed houses. 

East Boro’ bought the site from the 
Duchy of Cornwall, who have made the 
site available at below market value. 

The housing association is working 
in partnership with the NHS, which is 
providing capital funding to enable in¬ 
novative technology to be installed to 
increase the independence of the ten¬ 
ants: it will also ensure that the rents 
are affordable. 

The accommodation at School Lane 
will be let to people who have a learn¬ 
ing or physical disability, providing a 


settled home with the support they 
need to live independently. They will 
also benefit from easy access to the 
town centre. 

East Boro is working in partnership 
with Dorset County Council who will 
nominate the tenants. Dorset County 
Council’s Cabinet member for health 
and care Cllr Jill Haynes said: “We are 
pleased to be working with East Boro to 
deliver much needed new homes for 
people with learning or physical dis¬ 
abilities. Together we will deliver the 
homes and support needed to ensure 
people can live independently in the 
community rather than in hospital or 
residential care.” 

The redevelopment will shortly be 
getting underway with the first tenants 
due to move in before Christmas 2018. 

Elieen Hayward, Chair of East Boro’, 
said:, “We are looking forward to pro¬ 
viding new sustainable homes for 5 
local people at this accessible town cen¬ 
tre site. We will be working with the 


Council and NHS to ensure that the homes, 
which will incorporate the latest ‘smart home’ 
technology, enable local people with a learning 
or physical disability to live independently.

Lottery funds benefit Dorset groups 


COMMUNITY groups in West 
Dorset are celebrating after re¬ 
ceiving a share of more than 
£5million in National Lottery 
Funding. 

The money, raised by players for 
good causes, is being distributed 
by the Big Lottery Fund and more 
than 250 projects in the south west 
will benefit. 

Chesil Bank Preschool has been 
awarded £4,277.29 to go towards 
building their capacity by extend¬ 
ing their opening hours. 

Litton Cheney Parish Council re¬ 
ceived £6,842.51 to improve the 
playground in the village. 

The project aims to encourage 
children to engage in exercise and 


lead a healthier lifestyle. 

Mediation Dorset, which is based 
in Poundbury, was awarded £9,225 
to train new volunteers to become 
community mediators, as well as 
to provide training for existing 
mediators, supporting more peo¬ 
ple to come together and resolve 
their issues. 

Weymouth College received 
£9,910 to train volunteers to help 
their neighbours learn IT skills 
and reduce digital exclusion, im¬ 
proving access to services. 

Piddle Valley First School was 
awarded £10,000 to create a variety 
of play areas for children, increas¬ 
ing local provision for play facili¬ 


ties and supporting children’s de¬ 
velopment. 

Wessex 4X4 Response, which of¬ 
fers a variety of services to local 
authorities, emergency services 
and volunteer agencies across 
Dorset, Wiltshire and Avon and 
Somerset, received £10,000. 

This will be used to purchase a 
trailer to offer services in extreme 
weather conditions. 

The project aims to build capac¬ 
ity for the organisation and im¬ 
prove local services for people 
who live in rural isolation. 

Relate Dorset and South Wilt¬ 
shire, based in Poundbury, was 
awarded £10,000 to refurbish toilet 
facilities in their community 


building. 

The project aims to bring the fa¬ 
cilities up to a higher standard 
and improve access for disabled 
users. 

James Harcourt, England grant 
making director at the Big Lottery 
Fund, said: “We are proud to be 
able to distribute National Lottery 
money to community projects that 
are making a real difference 
across the country. 

“It is amazing to see some of the 
incredible things people are mak¬ 
ing happen for themselves and the 
people around them. It really is 
life changing.” 


It only takes 
One Punch to 
devastate a life 


DORSET Police are launching a ‘One Punch’ 
campaign with the release of an emotive video 
to highlight the consequences of confrontation 
and violence. 

In 2016, the force dealt with almost 10,000 
crimes involving violence, with four people 
tragically losing their lives from injuries sus¬ 
tained by a single punch. 

Dorset Police are working with Dr Jonny 
Coxon on its #OnePunch campaign to highlight 
the dangers of being involved in violence after 
his brother, David Coxon, was tragically killed 
by a single punch while he was at a scooter 
rally at Sandford Holiday Park in March 2016. 

David was knocked to the ground by Jason 
James, an amateur boxer and roofer from New¬ 
ton Abbot in Devon, while the pair were visit¬ 
ing Dorset with other members of the Cider 
Commandos of Newton Abbot Scooter Club. 

James initially fled the scene before return¬ 
ing a few hours later to hand himself into offi¬ 
cers. Paramedics attended but sadly David was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

The court heard both the defendant and the 
victim had gone into the bushes to urinate 
when James ‘felt something warm’ on his leg 
and subsequently punched David. A post¬ 
mortem examination established that the cause 
of death was a head injury likely to have been 
caused by one event. 

James admitted manslaughter and was sen¬ 
tenced to four years in prison at Winchester 
Crown Court in April 2016. 

The #OnePunch campaign aims to encourage 
people who find themselves involved in a con¬ 
frontation or argument to stop, think about 
their actions and the potential consequences 
and walk away. 

It will include a series of videos released on 
social media along with bar mats and posters 
being given to licensed premises across Dorset 
to promote the campaign. Anyone arrested for 
common assault, actual bodily harm or 
grievous bodily harm will also be given a 
leaflet while in custody, giving them more in¬ 
formation about how the consequences of their 
actions could have resulted in tragedy. 

Dr Jonny Coxon, said: “Just after David died 
when all the tributes were coming in, I gen¬ 
uinely lost count of the number of times people 
described him as the ‘gentle giant’. We chose 
the words on his gravestone really carefully 
and I think the last few sum him up really well, 
it finishes - big man, big laugh, big heart. That 
was him. 

“Losing your brother is unimaginably devas¬ 
tating. I still get flashbacks of the last time

Mum and I saw his body lying in the morgue; 
cold and lifeless. That’s where we got to say our 
last goodbye. 

“If this campaign can help to drive home the 
destruction that comes from that one moment 
of losing self-control - the flying fist and sud¬ 
denly someone has potentially become a killer. 
If there is a hint of a chance that someone in 
that situation can remember something like 
this and pause, take a moment and walk away, 
I think lives can be changed and saved. 

“We don’t live in the movies and in real life, 
it can take just one punch and sometimes peo¬ 
ple just don’t get back up.” 

Superintendent Jared Parkin, of Dorset Po¬ 
lice, said; “We have been working with Dr 
Jonny Coxon to produce a series of videos to 
share over the coming weeks and I’m sure any¬ 
one watching them will get a real sense of the 
heartbreak and devastation this tragedy has 
caused the victim’s family. 

“A single act and that split second decision 
can cause devastating lasting damage to nu¬ 
merous lives. Last year, Dorset Police dealt 
with 9,868 crimes involving an element of vio¬ 
lence, any of which could have turned deadly. 

“Alcohol plays a major role in violent crime 
and national statistics show that 53 per cent of 
violent incidents involving adults were alco¬ 
hol-related, most commonly involving male 
victims. 

“At this time of the year we see more people 
heading out to celebrate, enjoying Christmas 
parties and socialising with colleagues who 
you often wouldn’t be out drinking with. We 
would encourage everyone to think about their 
actions and how easily a momentary decision 
can affect the rest of your life and potentially 
end others.” 


‘No Excuse’ prosecution 

A prolific driving offender has been handed 
a suspended prison sentence and driving 
ban for continuing to flout the law. 

He is the latest of a number of motorists 
who have been identified by Op Dragoon as 
high-risk drivers by Dorset Police’s No Ex¬ 
cuse team, targeted and brought to justice. 

Owen Hughes, 24, pictured, of Buttermar- 
ket in Poundbury, became an Op Dragoon 
target in February 2017 when he came to 
the attention of officers for driving without 
a licence. 

Since then, Hughes has been convicted of 
a large number of offences including three 
offences of driving with no licence, two of¬ 
fences of driving while disqualified and 
five offences of driving without insurance 
as well as failing to appear at court, taking 
a vehicle without consent, assaulting a po¬ 
lice officer and possession of cannabis. 

He last appeared at Weymouth Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on November 15th. He has ap¬ 
peared in court on five occasions and been 
sentenced to a total of 12-weeks prison sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, disqualified from 
driving for a total of two years, accumu¬ 
lated 12 penalty points on his licence and 
ordered to pay a total of £1,635 in fines and 
court costs. 

Police Sergeant Mark Farrow, of the No 
Excuse team, said: “Owen Hughes has con¬ 
tinued to drive throughout the Op Dragoon 
process and pose a risk to other road users. 
Despite the best efforts of officers, he sim¬ 
ply will not change his driving behaviour. 

“We act on the intelligence from the pub¬ 
lic to help us track and convict offenders. If 
you know of anyone committing a driving 
offence, please contact police urgently so 
we can deal with them robustly. Call 999 if 
a crime is in progress, alternatively contact 
Dorset Police by visiting www.dorset.po- 
lice.uk, via email 101@dorset.pnn.police.uk 
or by calling 101, or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555111." 

Operation Dragoon is Dorset Police’s di¬ 
rect response to identifying and dealing 
with risk drivers; including those driving 
under the influence of drink or drugs or 
driving illegally or inappropriately and 
who pose a serious risk to themselves as 
well as putting other drivers’ lives at risk.

A community playing field 
on Dorchester’s Victoria 
Park estate could be re-de¬ 
veloped for housing. 

But the move has upset 
local councillor, Gerald 
Duke, who says the green 
space ought to be protected. 

Magna Housing, which 
owns the field, used once a 
year for a community bon¬ 
fire and the rest of the years 
for games, say they will be 
consulting local people in 
the new year about their 
plans for the site, along with 
others. 

The proposals for the Eliz¬ 
abeth Place play area has 
also led to a social media 
campaign by residents. 
“This is the only remaining 
green area in Victoria Park 
and I know it’s important to 
many residents, particularly 
parents with young children 


who they can monitor regu¬ 
larly while they play out on 
that green. 

“There will be other sites 
that the town council can re¬ 
lease for this type of hous¬ 
ing. There are other green 
areas in the town which 
aren’t used which I think are 
more suitable for what is 
wanted,” said Cllr Duke, re¬ 
flecting concerns on Face- 
book. 

Magna say they are cur¬ 
rently looking at all the sites 
they own in an effort to build 
more affordable homes for 
local people. 

Director David Aldwinckle 
said: “We will be consulting 
with the community in Jan¬ 
uary to find the right bal¬ 
ance between the crucial 
need to build more afford¬ 
able homes and how the sites 
we own are currently used.”

Please protect 
our important 
green spaces 


■ FURTHER to Mr Chisholm’s letter on 29 
November, I attended the initial meeting re¬ 
garding the proposal to build affordable hous¬ 
ing on tennis courts adjacent to Borough 
Gardens where we were informed of the follow¬ 


ing: 


The proposed development land was given to 
Dorchester Council many years ago with the 
condition that they should not make any 
money from its development. In order to com¬ 
ply with this condition we were supplied with 
finance details which somewhat bizarrely indi¬ 
cated that the sale of the land would not make 
any overall profit due to the associated costs. 

• Despite being considered ‘affordable housing’ 
those buying the flats would need to earn ap¬ 
proximately £30,000 per annum. 

At the meeting I raised the issue of the reduc¬ 
tion of amenity and recreational space within 
Dorchester. The fact that two replacement ten¬ 
nis courts are being built on the old bowling 
green does not compensate for the overall loss 
of public open space or the fact that a green 
space will be replaced by a hard court surface. 
This encroaching on Borough Gardens sets a 
very worrying precedent. 

With the increase in population such recre¬ 
ation space within towns should be protected 
not used for more development. We are fortu¬ 
nate to have a legacy of wonderful town gar¬ 
dens and need to fight to keep them for future 
generations.

THE future of staff and young people at Maum¬ 
bury House in Dorchester is still unclear fol¬ 
lowing a council cabinet meeting this week 
when a consultation was approved with coun¬ 
cillors insisting that "all options remain open". 

Staff at the home for children with emotional 
and behavioural difficulties had been told that 
their jobs were at risk because the county 
council was seeking to close and sell the prop¬ 
erty. 

At a meeting on Wednesday of last week the 
county's cabinet approved a consultation about 
the future of the property. 

Councillors also agreed to recruit 20 social 
workers to help reduce the number of children 
in care. 

Dorset County Council said cabinet members 
had agreed to invest £lm to recruit experienced 
social workers to focus efforts on prevention 
and early help for families. 

Children's services councillor Steve Butler 
said: "If we want to reduce the number of chil¬ 
dren going into care, we need to give our staff 
more time to work closely with families so they 
can really make a difference. 

"The more social workers we have, the more 
manageable our caseloads will become, mean¬ 


ing there's more time to change children's lives 
for the better." 

Maumbury House Community Home is 
Dorset's only home for children with emotional 
and behavioural difficulties. 

The union Unison said some children were al¬ 
ready living in guest houses following the clo¬ 
sure of another home. 

Unison branch secretary Amanda Brown 
said closing the unit would be an "ill-conceived 
idea" which would lead to children being sent 
out of the county, away from families and 
friends. 

Mr Butler said the consultation - involving 
staff and young people as well as council de¬ 
partments and partner agencies, such as the 
NHS and police - would be followed by a report 
which would be presented to cabinet "setting 
out all the possibilities". 

In July, Maumbury House - which provides 
long-term placements for up to five young peo¬ 
ple - was rated inadequate by an Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion. 

West End House children's home in Cattis- 
tock closed in October due to staff shortages 
after also being rated inadequate.

One hundred people in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land can learn how to get online thanks to a 
new project run by Weymouth Area Develop¬ 
ment Trust and funded by Awards for All. 

Volunteer digital champions are needed to 
help run digital sessions in Melcombe Regis, 
Underhill, Westham and Littlemoor. 

Over a fifth of adults nationally lack the five 
basic digital skills and around half of those 
have never been online at all. This means they 
are missing out on all the benefits of the inter¬ 
net, from finding money-saving deals for utili¬ 
ties to applying for jobs or benefits.

No significant finds under Dorchester car park 


DORCHESTER’S Fairfield long stay 
car park should be back to normal this 
week after three areas were cordoned 
off for an archaeological dig. 

An initial report suggests that little 
of significance was found - with a full 
report being sent to the County Ar¬ 
chaeologist. 

Cllr John Russell, Chairman of the 
Dorchester Town Centre working 
group, said: “The heritage of Dorch¬ 
ester is very important to us and the 
town. Further understanding of this 
area was vital to understand how we 
could best enhance the space with any 


potential development.” 

He said that the archaeological con¬ 
sultants ‘Context One Heritage and 
Archaeology’ have given an initial re¬ 
port saying they found several un¬ 
dated features including a ditch and a 
few, small pits. 

“The archaeological consultant in¬ 
formed us that on their own, these are 
not deemed significant. We will be 
sending the full report to the County 
Archaeologist, who advised on the lo¬ 
cations for these trenches. They will 
then send us their comments. Once 
the County Archaeologist has re¬ 


viewed the report we will put a sum¬ 
mary of the report on our website.” 

The investigation was carried out 
following West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil’s decision to redevelop the area 
with a possible move for the weekly 
Wednesday market and Sunday car 
boot. 

One possible use for the site could be 
a multi-storey car park. 

There has been local opposition to 
any proposals to make changes to ei¬ 
ther market and worries from traders 
about a loss of car parking.

Here in the UK our own 
record is less good that we like to think, and 
there is ample room for improvement; never¬ 
theless, we have cause to be grateful that we 
enjoy protection against many abuses that peo¬ 
ple in many parts of the world can only dream 
of. 

“We are grateful to the many Dorchester res¬ 
idents and visitors who joined us in this show 
of solidarity with the oppressed, and grateful 
also to our volunteers who gave up their time 
to help at the stall,” said chair of the local 
group, Barry Tempest.

Council to invest £lm 
in new social workers 



COUNCILLORS have agreed 
to invest £lm to recruit an ad¬ 
ditional 20 experienced chil¬ 
dren’s social workers in 
Dorset. 

Dorset County Council 
needs more social workers to 
help reduce the number of 
children in care and bring 
down caseloads for existing 
staff, so they can focus more 
on changing families’ lives. 

Like most of the country, 
Dorset is seeing increasing de¬ 
mand for children’s social 
care and is tackling this by fo¬ 
cusing its efforts more on pre¬ 
vention and early help. 

Members of the Cabinet 
agreed to fund the additional 
jobs. Cllr Steve Butler, Cabi¬ 
net member for children’s ser¬ 
vices, said: “It’s right that 
we’re investing additional 
money into recruiting more 
children’s social workers. If 
we want to reduce the number 
of children going into care, we 
need to give our staff more 
time to work closely with fam¬ 
ilies so they can really make a 
difference. The more social 
workers we have, the more 
manageable our caseloads will 
become, meaning there’s more 
time to change children’s lives 
for the better.” 

The council has also been 


awarded £2m from the Depart¬ 
ment for Education to fund a 
unique learning and develop¬ 
ment programme aimed at its 
children’s social work teams. 

Called Reinvigorating Social 
Work, it’s about helping social 
workers build relationships 
that will make a positive dif¬ 
ference to children and fami¬ 
lies who need help. 

Cllr Butler added: “Investing 


time and resources into our 
social workers’ development 
will mean better outcomes for 
children across the county - 
which is ultimately what this 
is all about.”

New apprentices 

DORSET County Council is set to take on six 
new apprentices by the end of the year as part 
of its drive to increase the scheme. 

Already this year, 37 apprentices started 
with the council in a variety of roles, including 
jobs in highway, libraries, transport planning, 
administration and countryside services. 

This is a 76 per cent increase in the number 
of apprentices working their way towards na¬ 
tional qualifications compared to 2016, and 
the council expect the number to increase 
further over the next year as more vacancies 
are being turned into apprenticeships and 
staff are given opportunities to develop new 
skills. 

The Governments vision is to increase the 
quality and quantity of apprenticeships in 
England to three million by 2020, and has al¬ 
located 2.5bn to achieve the goal. 

The money will be spent on the training re¬ 
quired for apprentices and should encourage 
employers to take on more people in jobs 
working towards recognised qualifications. 

Deborah Croney, Cabinet member for econ¬ 
omy, education, learning and skills, said: "Na¬ 
tionally there has been a sharp decline in the 
number of apprentices, but the council is 
bucking the trend and using changes intro¬ 
duced by the Government through the ap¬ 
prenticeship levy to maximise jobs and 
training opportunities. 

"Our apprenticeship scheme offers people 
the opportunity to learn new skills and gain 
valuable work experience that they need for 
the future. 

"Not only does it offer a clear career path to 
young people, but it also gives staff and adults 
returning to work an opportunity to change 
career, or progress with additional training in 
their chosen field. 

"Our workforce is our greatest asset, and we 
are committed to invest and create more op¬ 
portunities both for our existing staff and new 
people to train on the job. 

"We hope that others will look at what is hap¬ 
pening in Dorset as a model for how to help 
people find new opportunities and skills."

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New lighting scheme to bring 
the ’magic’ back to Weymouth 


PLANS to create a new seafront lighting 
scheme for Weymouth Promenade have 
moved a step closer following a series of pub¬ 
lic engagement events and a design brief 
inviting artists to express interest in design¬ 
ing the new scheme. 

The design brief has been approved this 
morning by Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council’s Management Committee. 

Weymouth residents and visitors were in¬ 
vited to express their feeling through a ques¬ 
tionnaire on the existing lighting scheme and 
how the look and feel of the lighting could be 
improved. The engagement sessions were 
run by Dorset Coast Forum, an independent 
strategic coastal partnership which is coordi¬ 
nating a portfolio of 18 projects including the 
Weymouth Promenade Lighting project; all 
18 have received funding from the Coastal 
Communities Fund, and have community 
input at their heart. 

Over 880 people completed the question¬ 
naire either at one of the four engagement 
sessions or on-line. Forty-two per cent of peo¬ 
ple who responded said they like ‘fairy’ or tra¬ 
ditional catenary lights because they are 
colourful, warm, welcoming, traditional and 
that people have an emotional attachment to 
this type of lighting. Other design features 
people said they would like to see included in 
the new scheme were; cost-effective, environ¬ 
mentally friendly lighting, LED technology, 
and the lighting should fit in with the her¬ 
itage and Georgian architecture of the sea 
front. 

Dorset Coastal Connections Project Officer 


Nikki Parker-Goadsby said: “We were de¬ 
lighted to see that so many people came along 
to the engagement events, or gave their views 
through the website. The community’s ideas, 
thoughts and preferences are now outlined in 
the design brief with the next exciting step 
being to commission an artist to create a new 
scheme that meets the aspirations of the Wey¬ 
mouth community”. 

Since the community engagement in Aug- 
Oct 2017 the project team have been research¬ 
ing the technical aspects of lighting along the 
seafront; and it has now been confirmed that 
the County Council owned street lighting 
columns along the esplanade are unable to 
take the weight of a catenary lighting system. 
Also, the promenade’s status as a Conserva¬ 
tion Area means that additional ‘clutter’ must 
be kept to a minimum. The new lighting 
scheme must complement the existing prom¬ 
enade lighting and any alterations to the ex¬ 
isting scheme are beyond the scope of this 
project. 

Nicky Whittenham, Founding Director of 
Bounce Back Arts who will be coordinating 
the commissioning of an artist said; 

“I think it’s a great, creative solution to use 
modern, lightweight technology in celebra¬ 
tion of the promenade’s heritage, which 
evokes the atmosphere, views and image that 
people feel was lost when the old fairy lights 
went. I feel confident that the artist’s creative 
journey - taken in an ongoing partnership 
with the local community - will result in a 
beautiful and joyful scheme to be enjoyed by 
all, and which once more secures the prom’s 


position as the jewel in Weymouth’s crown.” 

The design brief was approved by the Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council’s Man¬ 
agement Committee on December 12th (the 
call-in period will end on December 21st after 
which the decision taken by the committee is 
confirmed). 

Cllr Richard Kosior, Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council’s Briefholder for Tourism, 
Culture and Harbour, said: “I’d like to thank 
all residents who took the time to attend one 
of the drop in sessions or had their say online. 
After today’s approval at the Management 
Committee we look forward to appointing a 
designer to work up exciting, detailed propos¬ 
als for the new lighting scheme for Wey¬ 
mouth’s historic seafront. The chosen artist 
will be working closely with the relevant en¬ 
gineering departments who have the exper¬ 
tise, experience and local knowledge to 
ensure a correct and timely installation.” 

The successful artist will join the Project 
Team in April 2018 and will reach out to the 
community again for their involvement in 
helping to shape the final design. The agreed 
design will likely be subject to planning per¬ 
mission, and once this is secured and appro¬ 
priate contractors are in place, final 
installation of the scheme is planned for 
spring 2019.

Car driven at staff 
on nightclub door 

A DORSET teenager has been arrested on 
suspicion of attempted murder after a car 
was driven at nightclub doorstaff. 

Dorset Police received a report at 
2.19am on Tuesday, December 12th, of a 
serious assault outside Halo nightclub on 
Exeter Road in Bournemouth between 
staff members and two men. 

It was reported that a short time before 
the assault took place, the two men had 
an altercation with staff members of the 
nightclub before leaving the area. 

The two men then allegedly returned to 
the nightclub in a black Vauxhall Corsa 
and drove directly at staff members. 

The road was closed from Gervis Place 
to the nightclub and a cordon put in place 
to allow officers to thoroughly examine 
the scene. 

As a result of the incident three men 
have sustained injuries which are not be¬ 
lieved to be life-threatening or life-chang¬ 
ing. 

A 19-year-old man from Blandford has 
been arrested on suspicion of attempted 
murder and a driving offence. A 21-year- 
old Poole man has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of assault. They are both currently 
assisting officers with their enquiries. 

More police on the streets 

THERE is going to be a stronger police 
presence in Dorset this Christmas. 

Armed officers are being deployed to 
patrol key locations, although the public 
are not being told where. 

Dorset Police stress the decision is not 
in response to an increase in threat level 
or a reaction to any specific threat. 

Armed officers will be carrying long 
armed weapons and will also have sup¬ 
port from the dog unit. 

Chief Superintendent Jim Nye said: 
"We've taken a decision over this festive 
period to make sure the public are reas¬ 
sured by having armed officers patrol 
key events. So it's about reassurance, it's 
not to scare anyone.”

MORE New Year's Eve party goers in 
Weymouth will be able to get home by bus. 
Weymouth BID has been in talks with 
First Bus Dorset about providing an ex¬ 
tended service in the early hours of New 
Year's Day. 

Steve Newstead, said "We're delighted 
to be working with First Group to offer 
this special New Year's Eve service. It's 
great that First passengers will have 
buses running late into the night as the 
town celebrates the New Year. By offer¬ 
ing this alternative travel option, we 
hope that it'll encourage revellers to 
leave their cars at home if they're having 
a drink, as well as giving them a safer op¬ 
tion opposed to walking."

The festive season Js now upon us and with it comes work nights out 
and an opportunity to batch up with friends and family. But for all 
too many, it's tempting to ruin the celebrations by driving home 
after a couple of drinks. 


I N THE last 50 years road casualties 
h caused by drink driving have faljen 
dramatically, but in 2014, there were 
still 240 deaths due to drink driving - 
accounting for 14% of all road fatalities. 
By drinking and driving, you risk your life, 
those of your passengers and others on 
the road. 

Any amount of alcohol affects your 
ability to drive. 


DRINK DRIVING 


• Don't drink and drive, .the only safe 
limit is none. 

• You can still be over the limit the 
morning after. 

• Drink and drug driving does cost lives. 

• Get caught drink driving and you will 
be treated like any other criminal. 

• A drink driving conviction will stay on 

your licence for 11 years. 

• Program a phone number for a 
licensed taxi company into your mobile 
phone before you go out. 

• If you are caught drink driving you will 
be required to attend court where you 
could face a fine, be banned from driving 
or imprisoned. 


There are strict alcohol limits for UK 
drivers: 

In England, Wales and Northern Ireland, 
the legal alcohol limit for drivers is: 

• 35 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 

• 80 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 107 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine 

In Scotland (from 5 December 2014) the 
legal alcohol limit for drivers is lower at: 

• 22 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 

• 50 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 67 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine. 

However it is not possible to say how 
much alcohol you can drink and stay 
below the limit. The way alcohol affects 
you depends on: 

• Your weight, age, sex and metabolism 
(the rate your body uses energy) 

• The type and amount of alcohol 
you're drinking 

• What yqu've eaten recently 

• Your stress levels at the time 


THINK! Advice 


Beware the morning after 

You could be over the legal limit many 
hours after your last drink, even if it’s the 
'morning after'. Sleep, coffee and cold 
showers don't help to sober you up - time 
is the only way to get alcohol out of your 
system. 

There is no excuse for 
drink driving 

"I can handle my drink." 

Alcohol affects everybody's driving for 
the worse. It creates a feeling of 
overconfidence, makes judging distance 
and speed more difficult and slows your 
reactions so it takes longer to stop 

"I'm only going down the road." 

A large proportion of all drink drive 
crashes occur within three miles of the 
start of the journey. 

If you're planning to drink 
alcohol, plan how to get 
home without driving 

Options include agreeing on a 
designated driver, saving a taxi number 
to your phone, or finding out about 
public transport routes and times before 
you go out. 


Don't offer an alcoholic drink to 
someone you know is planning to drive 
Even if you're not driving, you can help 
reduce the number of people who are 
killed and injured every year by drink 
driving. 

Don't accept a lift from a 
driver you know has

THE CONSEQUENCES 

There are strict penalties - if you are 
convicted of drink driving, including: 

• A minimum 12 month driving ban 

• A criminal record 

• A hefty fine 

• An endorsement on your license 
for 11 years 

However, this list does not reflect the 
everyday consequences of being caught 
drink driving which can include: 

• Increase in car insurance costs 

• Job loss 

• Trouble getting in to countries 
like the USA 

• The shame of having a criminal record 

• Loss of independence 

The Institute of Advanced Motorists 
calculate that a drink drive conviction 
could cost between £20,000 - £50,000 
as a result of fines, solicitors fees, 
increase in car insurance and loss of job.

‘LOST’ folk singing star Shirley 
Collins will be the special guest at 
an acclaimed documentary being 
shown at Bridport’s Electric 
Palace on Saturday, December 
23rd at 2pm. 

The Ballad of Shirley Collins, 
which had its world premiere at 
the 2017 BFI London Film Festi¬ 
val, will be followed by a special 
Q&A with the singer and the 
film’s producer, Paul Williams. 

It’s all part of Bridport Winter 
Solstice Festival at the Palace, 
which sees The Dhol Foundation 
hosting a Bollywood Night on the 
shortest day - Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 21st - and folk sensations 
Show of Hands going back to 
their Wessex roots on Friday, De¬ 
cember 22nd. 

Alongside her sister Dolly, 
Shirley stood at the epicentre of 
the folk music revival during the 
1960s and 1970s. But in 1980 she 
developed a disorder of the vocal 
chords known as dysphonia, 
which robbed her of her unique 
singing voice and forced her into 
early retirement. 

Says reviewer Cath Clarke in 
The Guardian. “In a tale of treach¬ 
ery and tragedy straight out of a 
ballad, the English folk singer 
Shirley Collins dramatically lost 
her voice on stage in the late 70s. 

“Her husband had just her left 
for another woman, who’d taken 


to showing up at Collins’s gigs - 
rubbing salt in the wounds by 
wearing the offending ex’s 
jumpers.” 

Humiliated, Collins opened her 
mouth but nothing came out. 

‘He undid me. I should have got 
angry, but I got heartbroken,’ she 
explains in this portrait of the 
artist as an older and wiser woman. 

Diagnosed with dysphonia, 
Collins dropped off the folk map 
until, aged 82, she released a come¬ 
back album, Lodestar, last year. 

With the help of old letters, yel¬ 
lowing photos, audio recordings 
and old home-movie footage, 
Collins recalls her life - with ad¬ 
ditional interviews by adoring 
young folk singers, plus come¬ 
dian Stewart Lee. 

“I like lots of different music 
and Shirley’s in the top ten of all 
artists for me, irrespective of 
what they’re supposed to be clas¬ 
sified as,” he says. 

Shirley told an interviewer: 
“Singing English folk songs is as 
crucial to me as walking the 
Sussex landscape, where the foot¬ 
prints of our ancestors are every¬ 
where. 

“When I sing, I feel past genera¬ 
tions standing behind me - and I 
hope I’m a conduit for them - those 
farm labourers and their wives 
who kept the songs going for us. 

“The songs are social history 


and their beauty and power unde¬ 
niable.” 

Rob Curry and Tim Plester’s 
documentary sets out to explore 
the story behind the icon, and 
chronicles Shirley’s battle, at the 
grand old age of 80, to rediscover 
that voice she lost so many years 
previously. 

The film offsets this contempo¬ 
rary journey with a more literal 
one taken from the other end of 
her life, and makes fertile use of 
authentic 1959 audio-archive to 
recount the tale of Shirley’s sem¬ 
inal road-trip around America’s 
Deep South alongside her then- 


lover (and pre-eminent ethnomu- 
sicologist) Alan Lomax. 

The film eschews a straightfor¬ 
ward biopic approach and mind¬ 
fully sidesteps any ‘rockumentary’ 
talking-heads. Instead, the film¬ 
makers offer a meditative and 
richly-textured piece of portrai¬ 
ture, one which uses Shirley’s 
story as a prism through which to 
explore and reflect upon themes of 
heritage, posterity and the true an¬ 
cestral melodies of the people.

Hitchin continued to put the home defence 
under pressure and Weale saved from McNa¬ 
mara and Kevan Cotter before the Magpies fi¬ 
nally worried the Canaries goal, but Sam 
Lanahan's flick from Egan's header just 
drifted wide.

Thompson: Play without fear 

DORCHESTER Town manager Steve Thomp¬ 
son admitted that Hitchin fully deserved their 
victory at The Avenue on Saturday. 

Thompson told ViewSport: "They played 
much better than us in the first half and de¬ 
served the win even though we came back 
strongly in the last half hour, so no argu¬ 
ments; for 60 minutes we were second best." 

"All credit to Hitchin, they came out very 
strong and fast and were very clinical, partic¬ 
ularly in that first half an hour, which we 
haven't been in the last two games in which 
we have created just as many chances. 

"They created five and took three, whilst we 
created maybe seven in the previous two 
games and took one, so all credit to them."

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With nothing to lose Thompson used all 
three substitutes explaining: "It was impor¬ 
tant that I looked at other people, and players 
were tiring. In the case of Phil Ormrod and 
Sam Lanahan, they have both missed two- 
three weeks, and only came back in the pre¬ 
vious games. 

"Phil also missed six weeks at the start of 
the season, and so it's difficult for them to get 
up to the maximum level of fitness because 
of how much time they've missed." 

The former Yeovil Town manager also felt 
that a combination of their playing style and 
inexperience of some of the squad also con¬ 
tributed. 

"It looked like it caught up with us a bit on 
Saturday. We tried to be more intense in the 
way we play, and when you do lose a couple 
of games you really could and should have 
won, despite the manager trying not to let it, 
it does seep into the players confidence 
which is only natural. 

"I've told the lads to play without fear this 
season because so many players do. I'm 
thinking why? Play with respect and disci¬ 
pline but not fear, because if you are not 
good enough for that level you will find out. 

But a lot of these lads are very young. Tom 
Blair and Antonio Diaz are only 18 and Kyle 
Egan and Dorn Panesar-Dower 19 and all play¬ 
ing quite regularly. 

"What you tend to find with young players 
is that it is hard to be consistent; that usually 
arrives with a bit more experience. 

"They play on instinct, and when you need 
to go back to basics they don't have the ex¬ 
perience to fall back on."
